OLDEST WHITE MAN IN UNITED STATES LIVES 
IN NEBRASKA—IS GEN TIIRY AND QUARTER OLD 


B y Associ at ed Press 
G rand Island, Neb., M ar., 9.— The 
doubt that a w hite man can live more 
than 24 years has been dispelled in 
the m inds of m any who reside in the 
southern part of Custer county. 
In 
the hills, eight mil^s northeast of j 
Anslev, and fifteen m iles southw est' 
of A rcad ia, on the farm of Charles 
M utten, there lives an old Scotchm an, 
named Thom as .Morris. 
He was aged 
when he came to this country, and 
no one thereabouts ever knew him 
other than as a very old man. 


M r. M orris was born in Berren, 
N orth W ales, Scotland, on Ja n u a ry 
15, 1794. The rem nants of the B ib le 
in w hich was inscribed his birth date 
is still in possession of the M itten 
fam ily. 
Now, in bis 125th year, M r. 
M orris is blind, hardly able to hear 
and unable to walk. 
H e has not left 
his room for two years but he retains 
his m ental faculties and has a good 
appetite. 
Mr. M orris is believed to 
be the oldest white man livin g in the 
United States, and possibly in the 
w orld 
W hen the occasion perm itted 
he used liquor%ancl he stills smokes 
a pipe 
*\ 


Through a chain of circum stances 
Charles M itten became the adopted 
son of the old man when fourteen 
years of age. 
M itten ’s parents were 
separated and finding life not agree­ 
able with either, he was taken up 
by Mr. Morris. 
They have lived to­ 
gether for about half a century. M r. 
M itten says th at Mr. 
M orris first 
started m aking a livelihood 
as a 
butcher in Scotland, but soon gave 
this up and became a cobbler, w o rk­ 
ing at that trade about 100 years. 
H e lost his only sweetheart, M orris 
often asserted to M itten, 
when a 
young man. She was an English las­ 
sie and he rem ained true to his first 


father em igrated to this country oil 
October 3, 1771. The m em ory of tho 
old man is still very clear of that 
tim e, the year of the great Chicogo 
fire, he said. 
Firs t they located at

M r. M orris remembers w ell how, 
on a Sunday morning, they started 
from New Yo rk for the west after 
thirteen weeks voyage. 
They sailed 
from 
Liverp oo l in 
the 
“ Colorado” 
and landed at Castle Garden.

two lived in Illinois until 1881, when 
they moved 
to Missouri. 
Ri 
1889 
they came to Custer county, where 
M r. M itten bought land. 
M r. M orris continued to follow his 
trade as shoem aker and had a shop 
at W esterville, Neb., for a num ber 
of years. It was about tw enty years 
ago that he quit work, but be was 
active until recent 
years. 
W hen 
more than 100 years old, he took to 
fishing and w ith his lunch under his 
arm walked a m ile and a h alf to Clear 
Creek, and generally carried some 
fish, too. 
He made his last fishing 
trip in his 117th year. 
About ten years ago M r. M orris’ 
eye sight failed him in one eye. L ater 
be became entirely 
blind. 
He is 
g radually losing his hearing and his 
"sh an k horses” as he calls his limbs, 
played out about two years ago, but 
his 
m em ory 
remains 
rem arkable. 
Even today he tells of 
his experi­ 
ences in Scotland and how' he spent 
20 years at the Cock O ’Fo rden Inn, 
where he was the public cobbler. 
A lw ays living a quiet and peace 
fu l life, M r. M orris was never seri­ 
ously sick. W h en slightly indisposed 
he soon recovered, and his rem edy 
was generally a drink of liquor. One 
thing, indeed, the members of the 
household cannot make him under­ 
stand, is that he cannot get any more 
of it. 
To him this Is the strangest 
affection. 
Mr. M itten and his foster thing that ever happened.

Petrogrnd, March 12.—The govern­ 
ment is moving to Moscow as first step 
in the organization of resistance on nil 
fronts, according lu an official press 
announcement.

CROM almost every community in the agricultural sections of the country 


there comes a note of warning tha t unless farm ing shall be made profit­ 


able there will be a diminished production with all the disastrous conse­ 


q uences which must inevitably follow to the cause of America and her 


allies. 
This diminished production, as stated by Senator Borah of Idaho, 


will not be due to any desire for revenge, but to the inability of the farm ers 


who lost on last year’s crops to carry on their operations as extensively in 


the future. 
W hile it is co mmo n kno wledge tha t many farm ers have m ade snug 


pro fits since the war began in Euro pe and a few m ade good returns in 19 17, 


y et there were many sections where the crops of last year w ere unrem unera- 


iiv e and where diminished planting is indicated for 19 18. 
The cotton 


gro wers have m ade fortunes, and 19 17 was their biggest year. 
W here 


wheat cro ps were large, the growers of tha t grain made a fair showing 


last seaso n, but in many sections the grain was thin and the q uality poor, 


with the result that the growers sustained 
a loss. 
Many producers of live 


sto ck hav e complained that feed cost them so m uch tha t there was no 


pro fit In the business, and because feed grains pay b etter than w heat, they 


are inclined to abandon w heat production, notw ithstanding the earnest 


pleas o f the fo o d administrato r tha t w heat planting be increased 


This who le subject was recently brought very forcefully to the attention 


o f co ngress by the presentation of com m unications received by senators 


fro m their constituents. 
The com plaints of unprofitable operations and 


apprehensio n as to the future were presented by m em bers of both political 


parties, so It is evident tha t the petitions for relief have no partisan color­ 


ing o r purpo se.

MINE LAYING SUBMARINE OUTWITTED AND

BEATEN BY CREWS OF 4 BRITISH TRAWLERS 


London, 
Feb. 2 (Correspondence 
of th e Associated I .ess)— One of th e 
meth ods by wh ich , as th e First Sea 
Lord, Sir Eric Geddes said recently , 
th e submarine menace is 
being h eld 
is vividly described by a writer in th e 
Liverpool Journal of Commerce. 
A seaplane h as “spotted” a subma­ 
rine ly ing on th e sea lied. 
Instantly 
th e observeh commenced to tap a key 
and teu miles away a long, lean des­ 
troy er and four squat trawlers 
de­ 
tach 
th emselves 
from 
a pack of 
h ounds working a covert, and h ast­ 
ened to th e kill. Meanwh ile th e sea­ 
plane circled around, 
but wh en th e 
surface sh ips arrived h er instructions 
delivered by wireless were curt 
and 
precis« 1. Acting upon th em th e trawl­ 
ers stationed th emselves at th e four 
counters of a wet quadrangle, wh ile 
th e destroy er kept h er guns ready to 
talk to Fritz sh ould h e appear above 
surface. 


Th e trawlers at th e corners of th e 
wet. quadrangle got out th eir sweeps 
— long wire h awsers of an incredible 
stoutness, with a h eavy 1 kite ’ in th e 
center to keep th e bigh ts down on th e 
sea bed— and commenced to steam to 
ward each oth er. As th e pairs of ves­ 
sels met, th eir wires simultaneously 
engaged th emselves under th e U-boat 
bow and stern, and commenced 
to 
work th oir sinuous way between h er 
h ull and th e sea bottom. 
Tren tlie strange th ing h appened. 
Two round, black objects seemed 
10 
detach th emseves from h er h ull 
and 
float surfaoewards, to h over a second 
and th en to commence bobbing down 
th e tide— bobbing down a lane much 
frequented by th e sh ips th at brough t 
food, munitions of war and h undreds 
of oth er th ings to th e sh ores of Eng­ 
land. 


“ Mine lay er, eh ?” called th e sea­ 
plane’s observer. 
“T h at’s it, lad,’ came th e teleph on­ 
ed answer, “ but h er eggs can wait for 
a minute.” 
Th e trawlers now crossed tbeir de­ 
pendent cables and th us h eld th e U- 
boat in a kind of wire 
cat’s cradle. 
Sh e seemed to suddenly wake from 
h er danger for with a h ound sh e tried 
to disentangle 
h erself from mesh es 
wh ich h eld h er. But it was of no use, 
th e trawlers h ad been too long at th e 
game to leave any looph oles and th e 
submarine was doomed. 
“Got h im,” signalled th e seaplane. 
“ Th anks,” replied

destroy er. 
“ We'll give h im five minutes to come 
up and breath e, but no longer.” Th at 
time passed, but still Fritz made no 
move.

troy er th e port foremost trawler and 
th e starboard one clipped a small red 
tin of h igh ex plosive to th e bar-taut 
wire, and allowed it to slide down un 
till it touch ed th e U-boat's h ull.

flag, and immediately th ere followed 
th e crash ing of two fists 
upon two 
firing keys, th e uprising of two 
grey 
mounds of water 
and 
a rumbling, 
muffled ex plosion.

oil, 
ascertained 
th at Fritz h ad been destroy ed, 
and!

for Russia, say s: 
“ Majority of secretaries h ave gone 


to Siberia. Keeping representatives at 
Moscow. Releasing secretaries desir­ 
ing to return to America.” 
Many of th e Y. M. C. A. workers 
are remaining in Moscow, it is stat­ 
ed, to await new opportunities 
for 
service. Native 
Russian secretaries 
h ave assumed responsibility for car­ 
ving on th e work of th e Y. M. C. A.

Y. M. C. A. work h as been in pro­

Howev er, the p resident declares the 
United States gov ernment is to be de­ 
p ended up on to act at ev ery op p ortun­ 
ity “to secure for Russia once more 
comp lete sov ereignty and indep end­ 
ence.” 


Wilson's Messag e to Russia. 
President Wilson has s« *nt the follow­ 
ing message to the all-Russinn con­ 
gress of sov iets, which meets today; 
“May I not tak e adv antage of the 
meeting of the congress of the sov iets 
to exp ress the sincere symp athy which 
tho p eop le of the United States feel 
for the Russian p eop le at this moment, 
when the German p ower has been 
thrust in to interrup t and turn back 
the whole struggle for freedom and 
substitute the wishes of Germany for 
the p urp ose of the p eop le of Russia? 
“Although the gov ernment of* the 
United States is, unhap p ily, not now in 
a p osition to render [he direct and ef­ 
fectiv e aid it would wish to render, I 
beg to assure the p eop le' of Russia 
through the congress iluit it will av ail 
itself of ev ery op p ortunity to secure 
for Russia once more comp lete sov ­ 
ereignty and indep endence in her own 
affairs and full restoration to her great 
role in the life of Europ e and the 
modern world. 
“The whole heart of the p eop le of 
the United States is with the p eop le of 
Russia in the attemp t to free them­ 
selv es forev er from autocratic gov ern­ 
ment and become the masters of their 
own life.

It Is because Atnerlcu still regards 
Russia as an ally, ov ertak en by mis­ 
fortune that has temp orarily p laced 
it at the mercy of the general enemy 
of civ ilization, that she will not con­ 
cur In the allied p lan to hav e Jap an 
interv ene in Siberia, unless Russia 
consents to tlie inv asion. 
America does not think it is neces­ 
sary that there should be a Jap anese 
occup ation of Siberia to p rev ent that 
v ast hinterland of Russia from com­ 
ing under Germany’s p ower.
